Several new enpl oyees introduced thensel ves and the Board wel comed themto the County.
PUBLI C COMMVENTS

Sam Dehne, a Reno citizen, stated that there is too nmuch cancerous growth, too rmuch nasty governnment, too nmuch back-room politics,
and too many neetings behind closed doors. He cited EDAWN as an exanple stating that EDAWN i s 50 percent funded with public funds,
t axpayer dollars, and is not subject to the open neeting |laws; and told the Board nenbers to pretend it was their noney they were
spendi ng.

M NUTES

On notion by Conmm ssioner Sferrazza, seconded by Conmi ssioner Short, which notion duly carried, Chairman Gall oway ordered that the
m nutes of the regular neeting of January 19, 1999, be approved. Chairman Gall oway noted a typographical error on Page 239, in the
second line fromthe bottom where the word understandi ng shoul d be understandabl e. The correction was included in the notion.

99- 137 WASHCE COUNTY JUVEN LE JUSTI CE BLUE RI BBON COWM TTEE - | NTERI M REPORT

Judge Charles M:Gee, Chief Judge of the Second Judicial District Court, stated that sonmehow sonething has to be done about
Wttenberg Hall whether the public is against it or not. He stated that he thinks there is a fear in the community that there's a
popul ati on of violent punks out there and the public does not care if they suffer a little privation at the MII Street facility,
which is sinply not true; and that the vast majority of the kids at Wttenberg are not violent offenders, but are just children of



this community who have comm tted acts that woul d be considered ni sdeneanor offenses if they were adults.

Leonard Pugh, Director of Juvenile Services, noted that several nenbers of the task force are present and reviewed the findings
and recomendations of the interimreport prepared by the Juvenile Justice Blue Ri bbon Comrittee. He stated that from 1990 to
1998, there was an 85 percent increase in person offenses, such as robbery, sexual assaults, assaults with a deadly weapon
batteri es and donestic violence; that during that same period of tine there was a 280 percent increase in drug rel ated cases; and
t hat because these offenses are nore serious in nature, these juveniles remain in custody |onger and usually require placenent.
M. Pugh further stated that when the facility was opened in 1961, it opened for 24 kids; that beds were added increasing the
capacity to 68; that the recommended capacity for the facility is 44 because half of those beds are dormtory style housing units;
and that there is no way to increase the progranm ng space which is necessary for the educational and recreationa
responsibilities. He also stated that because of the |lack of space, there are no separate facilities for visiting, which neans
that the public is brought into the secure detention center, which increases the danger to the residents.

Conmmi ssi oner Bond stated that the public is willing to build jail facilities for the adult offenders, but it appears they want to
i gnore the problens at the juvenile facility; and that if anything can be turned around to keep sonme of the juveniles from
becom ng adult offenders, this is where it would start. She asked if the County would be able to get any assistance through the
two State Senators who were on the task force. M. Pugh stated that Assenbl ywoman Jan Evans has introduced a bill that will
provide partial funding for a facility in the ambunt of $3-million; that he understands she wants to put a time limt on accessing
the funds, though; and that is why they rushed this report to the Board, so that if a wi ndow of opportunity does open during this
| egi sl ative session, the County will be able to respond.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that the Board needs nore financial information, including information on bonds that nmay be retiring or
m ght be paid off sooner, if the Board is going to adopt the proposed recomendations; and that staff needs to explore both
| ong-term and internediate-termfinancing to determ ne how nuch noney could be raised without raising the tax rate.

Judge McGee stated that if the State legislature provided $3-million, which is a big "if," and if the current Wttenberg facility
and the old County Adm nistration building were sold to Washoe Medical Center for $5-million, that would provide $8-mllion, or
about half of what is needed. He further stated that the global picture of juvenile justice really needs to be exam ned, i.e.

what is the State doing, what are the other Counties doing, because the practice of sending kids to the overcrowded El ko facility
cannot continue; that the State is not going to come up with a solution to that problemeither; and that the County is going to
have to solve this problem The Judge stated that he has been working for several nonths with Sheriff Kirkland and Tony C ark, who

is the Adjutant General; that they have a |line on several million federal dollars available through a project called Wl kabout ;
that these funds could be used for a canpus across fromthe Parr Boul evard facility, which would have roomfor a Wttenberg site
if the Board elected to use that facility; and that they are willing to throw that into the mx

Judge McCee stated that if all of this could conme together and the County has sonme property, the burden would not be on the
t axpayers.

Katy Sinon, County Manager, stated that various fundi ng packages have been explored; that she requested that the Blue Ri bbon
Conmittee ask the Board to direct staff to cone back with several funding packages; that if the County were to finance $12-mllion
over a 30-year period, it would be about the equivalent of 1l-cent of tax rate; and that information is just for the Board's
consideration to better understand the nunbers because she heard Chairnman Gall oway's comrents about tax increases.

Chai rman Galloway stated that if this could be done with internmediate termfinancing and if the nunber is |ow enough, perhaps this
coul d be acconplished without going to the taxpayers. Ms. Sinon stated that other options such as |ease-purchase and grant funding
are al so avail abl e.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza asked if sonme of the juveniles currently going to Wttenberg Hall could go to the McGee Center. Judge MCee
stated that they are currently doing that and he will let M. Pugh describe that program He stated that he wanted to enphasize
that the McGee center was built to handle CHINS (Children in Need of Supervision) or status offenders; that there is by federa
law a need to separate the status offenders fromthe delinquents; that there nmust be conplete sight and sound separation; and



because of that, the McGee center cannot be used just for overflow from Wttenberg. M. Pugh stated that all the CH NS and

out -of -county runaways are processed at the McGee Center; that they have started nmoving nmore |ight-weight m sdemeanor offenders to
that facility; and that staff is currently working on a conponent at the McGee Center that would house femal e of fenders on a | ong
term basi s.

A lengthy discussion ensued concerning holding children, especially first tine offenders, instead of releasing themto their
parents. M. Pugh expl ai ned that deciding whether or not to hold an offender is a judicial decision and there are statutory
requi renents that nust be net.

Conmmi ssi oner Bond stated that she does not think the current site will work; that it is just too small; and that sonething really
needs to be done. Commi ssioner Short thanked the people who served on the committee.

Conmi ssi oner Shaw stated that it is obvious to himthat a new facility is needed; that he would nove that the report, and
recommendati ons outlined therein, be accepted; that the County Manager be directed to | ook at fundi ng packages and report back to
the Board; and that staff wite letters of gratitude to the people that served on the task force. The notion was seconded by
Conmi ssi oner Sferrazza. Chairman Galloway called for the vote and the notion carried unani nously.

Sam Dehne stated that the Board asked good questions, but failed to ask the npst inportant question and that is what is driving
the need for nore juvenile facilities. He stated it is the cancerous growth that is not paying its own way causing all of these
pr obl ens.

John Madol e, Associated General Contractors, stated that the piece of equi pnment being considered is not just a small pothole
repair machine; that it is a machi ne capable of paving highways 10 feet wide; and that it is a substantial investnent. He
requested that before this is approved, they be given a chance to neet with staff because they would like to hear sone
justification as to why this is needed.

Dave Roundtree, Public Wrks Director, stated that the justification for this purchase is to replace a machine that was totaled in
a fire last year; that Washoe County has always had a paver in its equipnent fleet; that it is used generally for patching
purposes; and that the reason staff is asking to be part of the Sparks joinder bid is because Sparks got a very attractive price.

Commi ssi oner Bond asked if this nmachine could be used for the bike paths in Lenmon Valley or the sidewalks in Sun Valley. M.
Roundtree stated that it could.

M. Madol e stated that a machine this big is not needed to do a bicycle path; and that when doing paving work, the County does not
have the sane standard of accountability as the contractors.

Upon recomendati on of John Bal entine, Purchasing and Contracts Adm nistrator, on notion by Conmm ssioner Sferrazza, seconded by
Conmi ssi oner Short, which notion duly carried, Chairman Gall oway ordered that the Purchasing and Contracts Adm ni strator be
authorized to purchase a new Leeboy 8500 Elite Asphalt Paver from Western Traction Conpany on behal f of the Equi pment Services
Di vi sion of the Washoe County General Services Departnent in the net amount of $74,565.73 in joinder with City of Sparks Bid No.

Ms. Sinon expl ained that sone of the positions are already included in the budget, but
are currently vacant, and the fiscal inpact is the inpact on the budget.

Joanne Ray, Chief of Personnel, distributed handouts to the Board detailing how the fiscal inpact was cal cul ated and stated that
when that was done back in Novenber, they were also | ooking at elimnation of the Assistant Director position in General Services,
so those personnel costs were al so deducted. Conmm ssioner Sferrazza stated that the actual inpact then for the two assistant
county managers plus a | abor person is $208,000, and for three assistant county managers is $244,000. Ms. Sinon confirned that

t hat woul d be correct.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza asked where the County is going to get this noney, noting that he had been told at a neeting before he was

seated that the County was going to have a $4-million shortfall. Ms. Sinpbn stated that at that meeting what they were outlining
was not a shortfall in the budget, but a shortfall in the revenue projections.

Joanne Ray advi sed that the
Conptroller's salary is $89,668; and that the finance director position is being plugged in approxi mtely 10 percent above that.

M. Reynol ds asked that the Board just |look at the recomendation for this item that |ast Novenber the Board approved three
deputy county menager positions at $109, 387 each; and that if you change that to two deputy county managers and a | abor relations
position, the savings for this is $35, 800.

Katy Sinon, County Manager, advised that the deadline for subnitting regional plan anendnents has been noved to April, which gives
the Board a little nore tinme to resolve this.

Chai rman Gall oway drew the Board's attention to the correspondence that he and Ms. Sinmon sent to the City of Reno, which basically
proposes a one-year truce on the sphere anmendnents, and stated that they are hoping for a positive response fromthe City.

Conmmi ssi oner Bond stated that the reason the County and the City are in this dilemma is because of one piece of property |ocated
on the South Virginia corridor; that this property owner was assured by a previous County Commi ssioner and by staff that he was
going to be very happy with the results of the planning efforts for the specific plan but the fact is he is not; that this
property owner is very restricted on what he can do with his property and how he can do it; and that this situation needs to be
resol ved. Conmmi ssi oner Shaw concurred. Chairnman Gall oway asked if they were suggesting that the specific plan be reconsidered.
Conmmi ssi oner Bond stated that this particular piece of property has to be addressed; and that the people who are trying to keep
this property in the specific plan are going to |l ose what they are trying to maintain if agreenents cannot be reached.

M. Diederich then displayed graphics on the overhead depicting the current sphere line, the proposed extensions and the
boundari es of the specific plan area, and answered questions of the Board concerning height lintations, etc.

Ben Farahi, South Hills Investnent Corporation, stated his fanmily has had this property for 18 years; that it originally had C 2
zoning; that in the early 90's the property was included in the specific plan without any input fromthe property owner; that the
line was drawn without even asking them and that they did not even learn about this for two years, which was about the sane tine
they learned that the height limtation had been reduced to 35 feet. M. Farahi further stated that in 1995 the County hired a
group from Sacranento to do this plan; that at the very begi nning he expressed that he was not interested in the plan and wanted
his zoning kept in place; and that forner Conm ssioner Grant Sins and County staff told himthe plan woul d be good, would nmake it
easier for himto develop his property, and he would be happy with the results.

He stated that they then went through two | ong years of nmeeting and planning; that about June, 1997, staff did a plan with no

i nput fromthem that they expressed their concerns at the Planning Comr ssion nmeeting and staff was directed at that time to go
back and work on it some nore; that toward the end of 1997, staff came back with basically the sane plan, again with no input from
them which plan was finally approved by the County; and that during this process there were mi srepresentations and property
owners were held hostage. M. Farahi stated that they made a comm tment, which they are still meking, that if the County can cone
up with a plan for the west side of South Virginia that is nore along the lines of what is happening on the east side, he will not
annex this property into the City of Reno; that they have already been waiting for four years; and that he does not see what

wai ting one nore year will acconplish



Robert Sel | man, Departnment of Comrunity Devel opment Director, responded to the jurisdictional question stating that Reno could
exercise control over devel oprment of this property if it is in their sphere and they have it in their master plan

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Comnr ssioner Sferrazza, seconded by Commi ssioner Bond, which notion duly carried,
Chai rman Gal |l oway ordered that Commi ssion Rule No. 7, concerning reconsideration of previous actions, be suspended.

Because the Regional Planning Agency has now established a subcommittee to seek resolution or workable conpronises to certain
annexation-rel ated i ssues through the regional plan, the County now pledges that it will not initiate or support any
annexation-related | egislation this session except where there is full consensus between Reno, Sparks, and Washoe County, and that



it will therefore wi thdraw nonconsensus portions of all its annexation-related BDR s. This pledged action is to be finally
effective at such tine that the Cities of Reno and Sparks have both notified the County in witing that, in consideration of these
wi t hdrawal s by the County, they will likewise refrain this session frominitiating or supporting any non-consensus
annexation-rel ated | egislation.

3. The Board supports AB212;
4. AB222 be nonitored and staff be directed to determ ne who requested this |egislation

M. Sl aughter then advised that AB223 is schedul ed for hearing on Friday, February 19th. Commi ssioner Short noved that the Board
support this |egislation.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that he woul d second the notion but that he would also |ike to suggest that the notion include support of
an amendrment that would allow for the earliest possible seating of newmy el ected nmenbers of |ocal governnment bodi es. Conmi ssi oner
Sferrazza stated that he woul d support the amendnent, but that he does not support the bill as currently witten. M. Lanbert
advised that the legislative rules do not allow that kind of anendnent because it is a total and conplete change of the bill

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza stated that if what the Board wants is to end | anme-duck sessions, then that is what they should be trying
to do; that he does not support what happened with the sales tax, but on the other hand, people are elected to nmake deci sions
during their termof office; and that precluding a body from maki ng decisions is not appropriate. He further stated that he has a
problemw th section (b) and could only support the bill if that were deleted and if "unanimous" in Section 2 was changed to
"majority." Comm ssioner Shaw stated that he knows what Chairman Galloway is trying to do, but he does not believe this bill wll
acconplish that as it is witten. Conm ssioner Bond stated that she does not want to make her support contingent upon an anendnent
that may or may not occur.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that there is a notion and a second on the floor. Commi ssioner Sferrazza stated that he would like to
nove to anend the notion to indicate that he woul d prefer to support the elimnation of the | ane-duck session by having the new
County Conmission sworn in inmediately at the first neeting after the election; and that, in the event that cannot be done, he
woul d only support this with the elimnation of paragraph (b) and anendi ng paragraph 2 to provide for a majority vote.
Conmmi ssi oner Short stated that he would withdraw his original nmotion and second Conm ssioner Sferrazza's notion. Chairman Gal |l oway
stated that as he understands this now, this action will allow Board nmenmbers to go to the legislature and express their support
for the amendnment or, if it is not anmended, express that Board nenbers have problens with certain sections; and that Board nenbers
coul d express their individual opinions as well

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza stated that he thought the Board was going to speak as a Board and not allow individual opinions. Chairman
Gal | oway stated that he would rather the Board have no position on the bill at all if it precludes individual opinions.
Commi ssi oner Shaw stated that he was unconfortable about this because it puts conditions on future Boards. Chairmn Gall oway asked
Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza if he would amend the notion to the Board taking no action. Comr ssioner Sferrazza stated that he did tel
Assenbl ywoman G bbons that he woul d support the amendnment. Chairman Gal |l oway asked if he would anend his nmotion to just support

t he amendnment. Commi ssioner Bond stated that a bill with such an anendnment does not currently exi st and nmay never exist.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that Board nmembers could go to the |legislature and say that they support a change. Conmi ssioner Sferrazza
stated that he thought there had to be a npjority vote of the Board concerning |egislation. Chairman Gall oway stated that the
Board does not have to take a position and individual Board nenbers can go to the |egislature and express their opinion. M.
Lanbert stated that the Board could have a position that they would support an anendnent and maybe they woul d draft another bill

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza noved that the Board has no position on AB223 as written, but would support the bill with an anmendnment that
woul d end | anme-duck sessions. The notion was seconded by Comr ssioner Short. Ms. Lambert stated that the County needs to speak
with one voice or it will not be heard at all. Commi ssioner Bond stated that she believes these are two different bills and cannot

be put together in the same piece of legislation. Ms. Lanmbert stated that it would be better if the Board took a position one way
or the other on the legislation as witten. Conm ssioner Sferrazza stated that he thinks that would offend the Assenbl yworan.
Chai rman Galloway stated that if the Board takes no position, then individual Board nmenmbers can go to the hearing and the | obbyi st



woul d not be invol ved.

Conmmi ssi oner Sferrazza stated that he would try another notion because he told the Assenbl ywonman that he would support it, but he
t hought she was going to amend it. He then noved that the Board support AB223 with an anendnent that the County Conmi ssion will
take office at the first regular neeting after the election and that in the event the anendnent fails, then the Board supports the
bill.

buil dout in Sun Valley if Wells Fargo will keep that branch open. She requested that the Board adopt a resolution at a future
nmeeti ng encouragi ng Wells Fargo to keep the Sun Valley branch open.
